EPISCOPAL CHURCH OF THE AIR 

The Department of Publicity of the Na- 
tional Council with the endorsement of the 
Presiding Bishop, has completed arrange- 
ments with the Columbia Broadcasting 
System for a series of eigth nation-wide 
broadcasts, under the general title, the 
Episcopal Church of the Air, which will be- 
gin on September 11, and continue at inter- 
vals until May 7, 1933. The series will be 
inauguarated from Boston by Bishop Sher- 
1 ill Massachusetts. A peak of interest 
will be reached on Christmas Day, which 
falls on Sunday this year, when a message 
appropriate to this season will be delivered 
by the Presiding Bishop.
